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WASHINGTON — Democrats in the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
trimmed a tax break for the self-employed 
but sweetened proposed breaks for others 
Wedr^esday. 

They did that as they put finishing touch- 
es on a bill to guarantee Americans health 
coverage through their jobs or a new, ex- 
panded Medicare program. 

“We've got the 20 votes” needed for pas- 
sage, Rep. Sam M. Gibbons. D-FIa., the 
acting chairman, said Wednesday'night. 

The climactic vote was put off until 


• Thursday, when -Ways and Means will firet 
dispose of a Republican alternative and d 
liberal, Canadian-stylc health plan. • :. 

Gibbons said the panel then will approve 
his bill requiring all employers to help buy 
insurance for their workers and allowing 
firms with 100 or fewer workers to enroll 
them in Medicare. 

"We’re providing b health care opportu- 
nity for every American from birth to death 
... ond it’s non-canccinblc." said Gibbons. 

While the House tax-writers attempted to 
become the third congressional panel to 
push through Clinton-stylc health reforms, 
the Sedate Finance Cbmmittce began work 


on a streamlined plan likely to emerge 
Without,a requirement that employers buy 
- insurance, for their workers. 

Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan, D-N.Y-, 
said the- panel should be guided by a creed 
I for physicians; “First do no hunn.” Several 
'Republicans swifily said that meant no re- 
quirements for employers to provide insur- 
ance, a step the White House favors (o 
achieve its ambitious goal of universal cov- 
erage. 

As the'oommittce was gathering, two 
wheelchair-using advocates for universal 
coverage demanded space in the packed 
committee room to witness the proceed- 


ing.s: Aides to MoynihaitSiniervened to 
make sure they got it, while numerous lob- 
byists in business-suits were relegated to

dreds of Haitian boat people 
Wednesday to u new tent city at 
the U.S. Navy base in Cuba, and 
hundreds more poured out of 
their troubled nation. 

In six long days Coast Guard 
cutters and Navy warships have 
intercepted more than 3,300^ 
Haitians fleeing economic col- 
lapse a,nd political repression in. 
their nmjy-run country. 

The cxodu.s, including at least 
^^21 Haitians intercepted aboard 
28 vessels Wednesday, has 
swamped U.S. rclugcc processing 
centers. The Clinton Administra- 
tion was forced to open a tent city 
at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, where 
“ thrcirCdasrGuard cutters' docked” 
Wednesday with hundreds of 
refugees, said Coast Guard 
spokc.sman Jeff Hall. i 

During u previous flood of 
refugees in early 1992, Guan- 
tanamq held nearly 12,000 
Haitians nt one point, prompting 
criticism’by. human rights nc- 
. tivists of unsanitary, overcrowded 
conditions. Thai led forriicr Presi- 
dcnt'Bush in May 1992 to order 
direct repatriation of all Haitian

Lowman also countered claims by 
the Idaho Rural Council that ConA- 
gra will close the Twin Falls plant 
and haul Magic \[aUcy potatoes oul 
by truck to Lumn-Weston plants in 
Oregon and Was^hinglon. The cost 
of trucking potatoes is S1.75 to S2 
pcr'JOO pounds.

In Mississippi, former state Sen.

Eastland Tuesday for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
U.S. Senate. 

Fob James was a Democrat When 
he .served as Alabama governor in 
1979-83, and lost comeback bids 
as u Democrat in 1986 and 1990. 
He switched to the GOP for this 
race, and won 62 percent to slate 
Sen. Ann Bcdsolc’s 38 percent. 

Mrs. Bcdsolc, 64, was seeking to 
become the first woman to win the 
GOP gubcrnatopal nomination. 
She used "a campaign of change” 
as her theme, but the turnout indi- 
cated that .she failed to attract many 
traditional Democratic voters as 
her aides had predicted. 

James, 59, is a millionaire who 
founded a sports equipment com- 
pany. He will- face Democratic 
Gov. Jim Folsom on Nov. 8. 

James said he was the first per- 
son lo receive the Democratic and 
Fiepublican nominations for gover- 
nor in Alabama. 

If elected, he said he would wage 
a legal fight for tcachcr-lcd prayers 
in public schools, a law he passed 
as governor only to have it thrown 
out by the courts. 

In Mississippi, Harper had 63 
percent lo Eastland's 37 percent. 
Eastland is a cousin of late U.S. 
Sen. James O. Eastland, a 
Democrat who served from 1943- 
1979. 

Harper, 45, will face Republican 
Sen. Trent Loll, who is running for 
a second term after 16 years in 
Congress.

I Not until 1 %6 did tljo court, ovenuming a 
J.'oiineclicui law restricting contraception, an- 
nouncc.thai a privacy "right” existed, llie 
coun said it pertained to marriage-'and the 
family. But soon that right w,\s ininsformcd 
into an individual riglil disconnected from 
marriage and the family. And in 1973 this 
rigjif became (he .scythe that mowed down 50 
states* abortion laws. ’ 

In that decision the court said it was not . 
sure precisely where Ihe privacy right emanat- 
ed from (perliap.s from tlic I4tli or the Ninth 
• Amendments), but wliaicvcr its pqdjsyrcc it is 
•'broad cnougli to encompass a wonlun’s deci- 
sion whether or noi to tcmiinatc her pregnan- 
cy.” So the zone of privacy included not only 
the marital bedroom bui'lhc abortion room. 
*Twas a famoas victory for women. 

I lowcvcr. today many welfare reform pro- 
po.sals include “family ca|W,” whereby women 
who become pregnant while on welfare will 
not receive increased stipentTs for the new 
cliild. And many women’s rights advocates 
. say "family caps” unfairly burden women 
alone for behavior in which men are implicat- 
ed. . 

That is* not an argument made gracefully by 
groups who for 20 years have thickened the

air with slogans abojit abortions being a 
severely iodiyidualisritT matter r "our bodies, 
our choices." Tlic doctrine made f;Lshion:ible 
by articulate feminists - that abortion is a fun* 
damcntil individual right, grounded in tlie 
pure isolation of women unchallengeable in 
their sovereignty concerning procreation - hits 
left welfare mothers disjimned, rhetorically and 
legally and politically. 

Meanwhile, look who is wading into the 
health care debate wielding the lengthening 
sword of the privacy riglit for conservative 
puiposcs. Clim Bolick. director of litigation 
fertile libertarian Institute for Justice, says 
that any mandatory he.illh care program ih.ai 
limits medical choices and intnide.s bureaucra- 
cy between individuals and their physicians is 
incompatible with the priv.acy right a.s elalw- 
rated in, among other place.s, abortion deci- 
slon,s. And look whose words he cites. 

Jasticc Blackmun. author of the 1 973 Roe v, 
Wade decision, said that the idea of liberty en.;' 
tails "freedom from government domination 
in making the most intimate and personal de- 
cisions." In 1983, the court' overturned a law 
requiring abortions to be perfonned in hospi- 
tals, s.nying that because "abonion is a medical 
procedure ... the full vindication of the worn- . 
an's fundamental right requires that iicr physi- 
cian be givtrn the room he needs tA make liis 
best medical judgment.” In 1986 the court 
overturned various regulations that, in an 
abortion context', impermissibly intruded on 
what the court called, "the discretion ofthe 
pregnant woman’s physician." , 

Now. surely solicitude for priv.icj' rights is 


not confined to the rights of patients and 
physicians wiio w.iiu to kill fetu-ses. Tliere arc 
many otlier quite ''"intimalc and persona!” 
medical decisions. And in 1992, in tlie most 
recent abortion .ruling. Justices O’Connor. 
Kennedy and Sbuter grounded abortion riglus 
noto'nly in tiie right to make family decisions, 
but in something remarkably broad - "the 
right to physical autonomy." 

Interesting words, those, at a moment wiien 
WiLshington is rifc with propo.sals for govern- 
menl tOjCOninict the individual's medical .self- 
dciemiination by spawning regulatory agen- 
cies to decide wii.it is’medically “necessary 
and appropriate.”, And .speaking of the autono- 
my of patients and their phy.siciun.s, tlie Na- 
tional Tuxp.'iyers Union l'ound."ition .says the 
Clin(dn.s' health ctiru legislation contains the 
word "requires" 901 times, ‘‘limit’’ 231 times, 
"penuliy” 111 limes. .and "ban.” "enforce." 
"rme." "obligation." "prison.” “proliibii." “re- 
.strict” and “sanction" a total of 25 1 times. 

Last week in a 5-4 decision the court over- 
ruled, tlv? government of Tigard. Ore,, which 
had made a building permit contingent on tlie 
person seeking ft giving the city 10 percent of 
her properly for purposes not closely related to 
any consequences of herbuilding plans. Tlie 
Fifth Amendment says property shall not be 
taken “without just compen.s;ilion.” 

Cliief Justice Rchnquisl says the Takings 
Clause i.s as much a part ofthe Bill'of Rights 
!is tlie First and 14th Amendments, ‘lliis ruling 
bolstered a privacy riglit the Constitution actu- 
ally mentions: the'propcrty right is a privacy 
right becau.se it makes possible a sphecq of pri- 
vate sovereignly.

Servers appreciate tips 

I have worked in a restaurant in Twin Falls 
for six years. I luive always worked as hard as 
possible in order to give tlie best service I can. 
When tlie service isn’t fast and efficient. I no- 
tice it just as much or more than the cu.stome.r. 

I htive yet to meet a server who enjoys giving 
poor .service. 

Many customers don't realize that wc have 
to gel our own drinks, make our own salads, 
go get items that need to bo refilled, make our 
own desserts, carry out orders and take c.irc of 
ail tlic other tables in our station at the same 
time. Furthennore. we do this for S3.19 an 
hour before taxes are takeri out. Once taxes are 
deducted, ii is much le,ss since we arc taxed on 
8 percent of our wta! sales whether wc are 
tipped or not. 

An exampkr Ifl worked a 40-liour Work 
"week at S3, 19 an hour, the gross p.iy would to- 
tal S 1 27,60. If I had claimed S 1 50 in tips for 
lh.il week, that too would he added to my 
gross pay. thereby totaling S277.60, Of that to- 
t.il, I could e.^s^ly liave S70 taken out in ttxcs. 
based pn the 25 percent tax rate we are iubjcct 
to, Once ihi.s is done, the original S 1 50 in tip.s 

- is subtracted, leaving approximately ,S57.6(L 

Finally, .an average of S30 in mc.als and lA- 
surance is deducted, leaving S27.60 lake-home 
pay. Some servers, including myse.lf. Imve had 
paychecks with a zero balance, or owing the 
• company money, depending on the amount of 
—dps we have had tn claim. 

. I have often heard pcopie.slalc that wc 
should be paid al lc;ust minimum wage; Unfor- 
tunately. die work force in a restaurant is com- 
posed of35, percent to 50 percent servers. If 
tiicy were to lncfea.se our salary, then the food 

- cost for the clistomcr would grctilly incrca.se. 

In addition, the incentive for the waiter or 
waitrc.ss to give good .service wouljl be elimi- 
nated and you would be paying a gratuity 
whether you receive good service or not. 

In conclusioHj I would like to give many 
thank.s to those people who are very conscien- 
tious about tipping their server. We really do 
appreciate the tips liiat arc left for i^s,^ For_ 
those of you who don’t lc.ave a gratuity, or 
only leave one occasiomally. plca.se try to re- 
■ member ihqtlllic server is providing a service , 
to you, .and that lie or site, is working for a li,v-

House VOWS 
to be firm on 
child support 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Child 
support collections appear to increase 
when states give credit bureaus the 
names of parents who have fallen 
behind, aceording to u study by the 
General Accounting Office. 

House • leaders, meanwhile, 
promised Wednesday to move quickly 
on bipartisan legislation to get tough 
with parents who have refused to pay 
iin estimated S27 billion in court- 
ordered child support. 

The study by the GAO, the con- 
gressional watchdog agency.' said that 
while the effects of credit-bureau 
reporting on increased collections 
have not been widely evaluated, stud- 
ies and stale officials suggest it Is 
helping enforcement. 

One of the states studied by the 
Genera] Accounting Office said the 
main benefits of credit reporting will 
show up over time u-s creditors deny 
loons to delinquent parents. 

GAO'S study was based on a sam- 
ple of 10 states representing more than 
00 percent of the child support case- 
load. Eleven of the stales routinely 
report child support information to 
credit bureaus; the remaining five 
only at the request of the credit 
bureaas, 

Rep. Sander Levin, D-Mich., who 
requested the study, introduced a bill 
Wedne.sduy to require all slates to par- 
ticipate in a simplified, uniform sys- 
tem of reporting child-support coses to 
credit bureaus. 

"Those in the private sector — 
banks, credit card agencies and busi- 
nesses — should pul court-ordered 
child support on the scale when 
weighing the decision to make a 
loan," he s:ud. 

Leiiislnlion to reform the. child sup- 
p(in system appeared to be put on Uic 
fast-track this week by the House 
leadership, according to lawmakers. 

Rep. Patricia Schroeder said 
Speaker TJiomas S. Foley, D-Wash., 
and Minority Whip Newt Gingrich, R- 
Ga;. agreed to move quickly on cotfi- 
prehemsive child support legislation 
drafted by women in the House. She 
.s.iid hearing* could bepn nest month. 

"This is welfare prevention,” said 
Schroeder, D-Colo. "ThLs us a biparti- 
.s;m effort to make sure that children 
arc held economically harmless in 
divorce.”

Courthouse security has been a "constant 
concern” for everyone, and the whole 
building is safer now that everyone is 
scrccncd.,said Deputy Doug Sugden.

When the metal detcctor'Nvas first in- 
stalled in 1987. it was located right in the 
doorway, but was moved three years ago 
because there was so much traffic going

"But once we talked 
about it, it seemed silly to have a safety' 

' precaution and then not use it." 

The decision to move the detector was 
made at a judges’ meeting, said District 
Judge Roger Burdick.

Fit hunter 
hikes chance 
for success 


It’s summer, the sun is hot and the 
fooling unforgiving us a hunter plods 
through the desert. 

The hunt has covered several miles 
and he’s beginning to stumble on brush 
and rocks. Tlie shotgun has become 
iieavy and liis head is down us he tries to 
pick his way through the desert; '

Sweating and breathing heavily, he is 
about to miss the very opportunity that 
he is seeking. Five grouse flush 15 yards 
to his right, but by the time he spots 
them, stabilizes his tired legs, and gets 
'' the gun to his shoulder, the birds are 
small dots over the next hill. 

It's the same story with deer season. 
By the time most hunters confront an an- 
imal. they are p\i.» of breath and their 
hearts are'poundfng like African war 
drums. In tlie next moment, the deer 
bolts fromjhe brush and escapes on the 
run. The hunter’raises his gun. and tries 
fnintically to find the deer in the scope, 
but it’s no use. 

excitement has caused his body to 
pump adrenaline into his'system, causing 
his heart and breathing to speed up. His 
whole body is shaking from a lack of 
oxygen and his limbs feel weak and un- 
steady. In the end, he never gets: off a 
■ shot. 

Many hunters can- relate a similar ex- 
perience. Conditioning is a key part of 
any successful, enjoyable, and safe hunt- 
ing sea.son. Most hunting involves some 
physical exertion > usually hiking, 
climbing, und hopefully some packing or 
dragging. 

.Without preparation, heavy physical 
exertion can be difTicult, impossible, and 
' even life threatening. 

Cardiovascular conditioning has side 
benefits beyond heightened physical 
prowess. Improving one’s physical con- 
dition lends to clearer thinking. Studies 
have shown that well-conditioned people 
are calmer in stressful and emotional sit- 
uations. 

This is due, in part, to the fact that less 
adrenaline is needed’ to counteract the 
lacICTtf strength and endurance. 

For the hunter, calmness in the face of 
adversity can have several important 
benefits. First, all hunters know that 
holding steady is u critical factor in 
- shooting' situations. Wejl-conditioncd 
people are better oblc to control their 
pulse und breathing, which allows them 
to take better shots. 

When an unexpected shot presents it- 
self. a calm body and mind can react 
more effectively. 

The second benefit of good condition- 
ing may never arise, but if it docs, it can 
mean the difference between life and 
death. 

Rule No. I for dealing with accidents 
is to remain calm and lucid. By its na- 
ture. hunting exposes people to dongcr- 
- ous situations. A wrong step can mean a 
broken ankle, a fall from a spooked 
horse, or a snake bite. In those situa- 
tions, victims and rescuers must stay 
calm and clear headed. 

Conditioning is a very personal thing 
and everyone differs onThc best way to 
get into shape. 

My days of intense athletic training 
arc long gone, but I've found that a sim- , 
plc..walking routine and low-impact 
strength training will give anyone a good 
jump on the hunting season. 

Conditioning exercises should be sim- 
ple and non-strenuous. For instance, set 
a goal of walking about thirty minutes 
each evening. 

Remember, you’ll only get as much 
out of it as you put in - so go every 
night. Good excuses won't help you up 
that steep draw next fall. 

Strength training involvcsJight work- 
outs, three limes a week. Mirinlaining 
; muscic tone and muaaop .usefuWnrflll= 
sports; hunting is no cxqcplion. In addi- 
tion, a strength program helps. to control 
body weight. Goodness knows there arc 
enough exercise machines to, choose 
from, so pick one you like and stick with

Buoyant along Big Sur 

Basking sea lions, ‘Treasure Island’ atmosphere greet floating visitors to mid-California coastline

CARMEL, Colif. - the wildest, most 
beautiful sirotch-of California’s coast lies . 
south of here, where mountains plunge 
straight to the sea. 

The Pacific Ocean, rarely placid, smash- 
es against craggy granite cliffs. Salt spray 
drifts upward, glazing the wizened, wind- 
swept cypress trees. Seals and sco otters 
frolic, while raucous gulls wheel overhead. 

The hir is filled with th^'pungent tang of 
the sea. 

This is the Big Sur coast. For some, it's 
the most striking union of land and seo 
anywhere in the world. 

A friend and 1 were down there lost 
week, paddling sea kayaks around the Point 
Lobos State Reserve. The area's original 
Spanish name says it best: "Punta de los 
Lobos Marinos" ~ Point of the Sea Wolves. 

The sea wolves turned out to be sea lions, 
but the name stuck. 

Point Lobos is only five milcs'south of 
Carmel, and the sed lions’ bbrks often can 
Be heard downtown. We’re not inicrcstcd 
in downtown Carmel; wc'rc aiming for the 
ocean. 

Fog hangs in the air as we launch in 
Whaler’s Cove. The water, smooth and . • v^LUA«onocxm,Tir™N«« 

glassy, is astonishingly clear. Patches of Tho Big Sur coast provides plenty of covos and tunnels for exploring, 
kelp shimmer with iridescence a foot or . 

two beneath the surfocc. paddle out of the cove. Wc con see the thcr from shore, the deeper water o.ssumes u 

The sun pokes through the mist, as, wc sandy white bottom 20 feet beneath us; for- cool, green tone. Languid swells roll 



through the mouth of the covu und the 
ocean is on its best behavior. 

Outside the cove,’.the sea drops all pre- 
tense of civility, Long, powerful waves, 
sweep along the rocky coosi, ftliuring 
through u maze of offshore rocks. One mo- . 
mem, a jugged rock protrudes 10 feet from 
’ the water - the next moment, it's complete- 
ly .submerged. 

Our boats rise ond full harmlessly, like 
corks, but the water has power to splinter u 
house. 

'There’s u sucking, surging rhythm to the 
ocean. As eoch swell recedes, water 
streams from the rocks, hissing as it cas- 
cades back to the sea. In’ihe distance, 
waves slam into waterline caves - and the 
concussions boom like artillery shells. 

. There's almost no telling which waves 
arc dangerous. The evil-looking ones often 
lose their steam before they reach us, In- 
nocuous wuvds break savagely over sub- 
merged rocks and the ocean, quite sudden- ' 
ly, bares its fangs. 

It’s ceric ond a little intimidating. Down, 
on the water, all hcans beat with the pulse 
of the scu, 

The rocky coastline is creased with nar- 
row chasms that urc, in effect, miniature 
fjords. At the waterline, the rocks arc bare 
ond brown; above, redwood and cypress 
trees jut from unlikely ledges.

Chasm voyage nearly ends up hard against the rocks

Wc were easing our sea kayaks through a 
narrow cleft between two rocks when the 
first of the big swells rolled in. 

My pal caught the wave and surfed 
through the gap with the savoir-faire of a 
James Bond. He rode it for a moment, then 
picked his spot and glided off the side of 
the wave, coming to rest iaxolm water be- 
hind the southern rock. 


■ He surveyed the scene ond bade me fol- 
low. 

' It looked fairly straightforward, so I mus- 
tered a few paddle strokes and caught die 
-rnext wove. In fact, 1 cought it too well ... 

■ The water surged up behind me, and the 
plastic kayak gathered speed. Several feet 
of the bow rose clcon out of water and 
the cumbersome boat become a hurtling 
spear. 

Unlike ray pal, I was nowhere near the 
edge of the wave; 1 was smock in the mid- 


dle - with my ears laid back against my 
skull and a full-throated howl emerging 
from deep within. 

The edges of the wove melted away as it 
entered calm water behind (he rocks. The 
center, still wild ot heort, swept inexorably 
through a kelp bed toward the rocky shore. 

It dawned on me that the mighty I’acrfic 
Ocean was about to smash my boat onto, 
the rocks. There was no brake pcdql to 
stomp,. so I dug my puddle into the Water 
and back-stroked furiously.

SPRINGDALE, Utah — Gordon and 
Evelyn Kelly gave their business to one son 
and renlcd-thdiJiomc.ta^nothcr before 
■: honking a.2R-foot traileclQ llieir pickup for 
the rctiremennour they'd planned for years. 

And after crisscrossing the United Slates 
for nearly two years, the road-weary retirees 
found an unexpected refuge at Valley of 
Fire State Park in Overton, Ncv.

Guv Norman, a Washington Department .of 
Fisli aiul Wildlife biologist, said there will be an 
intensive sturgeon capture and tagging program 
bv Oregtin researchers this year in Bonneville 
and The Dalles pools, Scicniisl.s use the recap- 
ture rate of lagged sturgeon to estimate ptipula- 
lion levels. 

Also planned is much more sampling of sport 
fishermen by both sttiles in all three pools. 

Bonneville Power Adminisiralionis paying for 
the resetirch. 

Sturgeon information in the 140 miles be- 
tween Bonneville and McNary dams lags far be- 
hind that availiible for the lower Columbia. 

It is known that there has been a drastic de- 
cline in sturgeon populations in some of the 
rescrs'oirs behind Columbia River hydroelectric 
dams. . 

"We‘vL''seen the significant slock decline 
that's occurred in The Dalles and-John'Diiy 


pools during the 1980s. and those arc the pools 
wg'rc the most concerned about," Norman said. 

' ■ Sturgeon in the pools are isolated by the dams 
into distinct populations. Habitat in the reser- 
voirs is not as productive as dowmsttcam of Bon- 
neville Dam. where sturgeon migrate freely to 
the ocean for food and c.satpc from harvest. 

V Researcit a few yctirs ago showed a strong tic 
between high average spring strcamflows in the 
Columbia and successful spawning. 

Sturgeon catches in the three pools peaked in 
1987, when sporl.smcn u>ok 6.700 fish and tribal 
fishermen ctiught 1 1,100. 

Norman sard that was believed far loi> high a 
liarvesi rale, and measures were enacted to re- 
duce both the sport and tribal harvests. 

For 1993. it is estimated the sport catch was 
2.600 jiiurgcon and the uibal commercial and 
.subsistence catches totaled about 2,300. It was 
the third straight year the combined sport-tfib.nl 
catch has been-fewer than 5.000 .sturgeon. 

“Our research folks believe the population 
hasn't changed in iltc past three years despite 
these major harvest reductions.'’ Nomi.nn said. 


In 1993, it was estimated there were 17,300 
white .sturgeon between 3 and 6 fccL in Bon- 
neville pools, 4,000 in Tlic Dalles pool and just 
1,800 in the John Day pool. 

For 1994, Washington, Oregon and tribal offi- 
cials want to cap the catch at 2.WK) in the Bon- 
neville pool, 4011 in The Dalles pool and 200 at 
John Day. 

Tribal .fishermen arc allowed to fish all year 
for sturgeon for'^ubsistence purposes, and may 
keep fish 36 to 72 inches. The tribes also have 
commercial seasons in laic winier’and fall. Stur- 
geon 48 to 72 inches can be sold in the commer- 
cial seasons. 

In 1993, the tribal commercial catch was 1.420 
from the Bonneville pool. 580 from TJic Dalles 
and 10 from John Day, a total of 2.010 .sturgeon, 
about 360 above the guideline. Sampling by trib- 
al observers estimate llic subsistence catch dt 
263 sturgeon. 

The Columbia River Compact has adopted a 
new rule requiring sturgeon caught in the three 
pools'lo be delivered to fish buyers unbutchered. 
a move designed to aid research.

Always be prepared to rescue yoursell, because you may be the 
only one around who can. 

It you're close to shore, swim to shallow water, bringing your 
‘ canoe along. It provides buoyancy ii you need to rest and makes 
you easier to spot In the water, if you're away from shore, you can ■ 
roll it over and re-enter. Paddling a partially swamped canoe Isn't \ 
easy, but It con be. done. 

Ifyou're with a companion, try this maneuver called the 
Caprstrano Flip. It's a quick method of righting a canoe for twe 
paddlors wearing lifejackets. 

1 . Position yourselves on opposite ends of the overturned 
canoe. Duck underneath and slick your heods Into the air pocket. 

;i where you can communicate easily. 

. 2. Hold onto the gunwales; you may have to lilt one side lo 

.. break the 'suction with the water surface. 

3/On a 1-2-3 count, perform a sdssorsKklck to lilt yourselves 
'. upward, simultaneously pushing up on the canoe to roil it upfight 
sure you've agree on which direction to flip). 

4. Re-enter the canoe; one at a lime and from opposite sides. 

To do so,' use a scissors kick to propel yourself over the gunwale, 
luck your shoulder and roll Into the canoe.

He waded through the snake- 
infested waters, then ca.scd his hand 
deep inside the log’s dark cavity. 
When he couldn't quite reach the 5*1- 
•pound fiathead with his hand, Love 
tried his fikit. 

Digmistakc. 

“I had to drive my fool up to where 
he was, then he just swallcrcd it." 
said Love, recounting one of his 
many violent battles with catfish. 

• Love, a 64-ycar-old outdoorsman 
outfitted in camouflage pants, shirt, 
hat anil boot.s, says he's caughl-morc 
catfi.sh than he can count ~ ipclud* 
ing Ihc.Ieg .swallower. . 

And for many ycafs. Ltive didn’t 
use li'ooks, poles or nets to wrangle 
the beasts. He "grabbled" them. That 
is, he lhru.st his hand deep inside their 
mouths, then yanked them from the 
murky river. 

Grabblers generally' wade into 
Treeks and rivers, then feel along the 
miiddy bottoms or slab their hands 
■ into fallen logs in .search of nc.siing 
fiathead. catfish, some of which 
weigh more than I(K) pounds. 

They may run into water mpe/ 
casins, snapping turtles or even alli- 
gators.

"They can ju.st plain tear into the 
meat," Love added, displaying his 
still-scarred knuckles. 

Now illegal in Texas, grabblin' — 
the "g" on the end is never pro- 
nounced — still is practiced in paras 
of East Texas and the southca.<tcrn 
United Sratekr- . 

In Texas, brabblin’ was mostly 
practiced in crcck.s and the Red, 
Sabine, Ncchc.s, Angelina, Trinity, 
Brazos and Sulphur rivers, wildlife 
officials say. 

Obviously, a sport in which partici- 
pants want giant, slim^ creatures to 
chew on their hands isn’t going to 
have mass appeal. "It's not a sport for 


the faint of heart because your natural 
tendency when big fish bites is to 
pull ynut hand out," safd Dr. Duntild 
Jackson, a wildlife professor at 
Mi.ssis.sippi Stale University. 

“i'hey’vc established nesting spots 
ami they’re going to defend that," he 
saidi "'nic tiling to remember is that 
they attack you. You’ve got to plunge 
your hand deep into the fish’s mtiutll 
and hold on for dear life.”' 

Catfish don’t have the razor-sharp 
. teeth. Tltcir biit feds like cxtrchicly 
course sandpaper.

' "There ate .still somc that do it." 
said Bob Sinclair, a longtime East 
TCTas sporting gorxis distributor who 
tivps in Tyler. "I don’t know anyone 
specifically who still does it. I just 
recognize their faces from around 
East Texas-and, listen to their talcs 
when 1 see them,’' •Sinclair said.

"U used to be 0 big deal -- you 
. know, with good old redneck Imys."

Locals first noticed the sick kangaroos about two mdnlhs ago along 
the Darling River, around Wilcannia, Mcnindcc and Mildura in the 
far west of the stale. 

Rangers from Kinchega National Park and at.Droken Hill have sent 
eye, brain and other samples from dead kangaroos for analysis at 
Taronga Park Zoo and Sydney University.

He apparently used the cord from jogging pants to hang himself, 
said Friedrich Kicker, head of courts in the southern city of Graz. He 
was last seen alive during the guards' previous rounds, at about 3 
a.m.. Michalek said.

They ', 
lend to be very .aggressive and pow- , 
erful people who ... oftentimes aren't 
particularly careful about other peo- 
ple's feelings." 

“When they come together there is 
a potential for conflict and for push- 
ing aside and ruitning over people," 
Cos.sman added.

Fisherman’s son brings little experience to leader role 



TOKYO (AP) — Tomiichi 
Murayama, raised in rural Japan as Ihc 
son of a fisherman, brings little experi- 
ence to his new Job as prime minister. 

He has never held a Cabinet post 
before and has scant experience' in 
international affairs, policy-making or 
pushing legislation. His visit to the 
summit oftthc world's economic pow- 
ers in Naples, Italy, next week will be 
his first appearance on the world 
stage. 

His Ifick of experience is not sur- 
prising if one considers his back- 
ground as head of Ihc Socialists, a 
party long dismissed as incapable of 
governing because of its unchanging 
leftist ideology. Murayama is only the 
second Socialist prime minister Japan 
ha.s had. and the first in 46 years. 


Murayama is the standard-bearer of 
tlie party's left wing, which long has 
lakcn-positions considered unrealistic 
by a majority of Japanese, including 
opposition to nuclear power and U.S. 
military bases in Japan. It also has 
opposed sanctions against North 
Korea for its rcfu.s;il to accept nuclear 
inspections. 

Now; Murayama is taking office 
thanks to a marriage of convenience 
with the Liberal Democrats — a com- 
bination many see as sure to lead to 
discord. 

Nevertheless, Murayama has over- 
seen several key compromises on poli- 
cy Issues since taking the reins of the 
Socialist Party last September. 

Tlie Socialists were considered such 
a liability by the coalition of Prime 


Minister Tsutomu Hata, that power 
brokers formed a parliamentary 
alliance excluding them when Hata 
succeeded Hosokawa in April. The 
strategy backfired, Iiowcver, when the 
Socialists found out about the move 
and bolted the coalition, leaving it 
with only a minority in Parliament and 
thus vulnerable to attack. ' 

In the upheaval following Hata’s 
resignation Saturday. Murayama 
clearly relished his new role as holder 
of the swing votes that .would decide 
whether the Liberal Democrats or 
Hala's coalition would form the next 
government; He let himself be courted 
by both sides up until the last minute.- 

Yet Murayama is not blind to the 
distrust most Japanese have for his 
party. Shortly after he wa.s elected sec- 


retary-general last September, he told 
reporters that "people have said they 
can’t see what the Socialists stand for 
and what they plan to do. It is impor- 
tant for us to change our thinking and 
our image." 

Murayama. 70. from the rural pre- 
feaure of Oita on the southern island 
of Kyushu, graduated from Meiji 
University and was a municipal and 
prefecture representative before 
becoming a member of the powerful 
lower house of Parliament in 1972.

Tennis tradition holds 
that the server dictates the pace of the 
match, and the returner must be ready 
to receive. Becker also was fined 
SI, 000 for illegally receiving physi- 
cal therapy during a toilet break in his 
third-round match. 

“He’s doing it more," John McEn- 
roe said of Becker’s gamesmanship. 
McEnroe, of course, was the all-time 
tennis champion of gamesmanship. 

'Maybe he needs it.more because 
he’s not as sound as he was physical- 
ly. not able to withstand the competi- 
tion mcninlly," McEnroe said. "A 
bigger fuss is why he utilized the 
trainer on a bathroom break. That 
was a clear violation of the rules." 

Becker reacted angrily to the 
charges against him. "1 want to 
make one thing clear, I don't like 
what’s going on for the pa.st two or 
three days," Becker said.. “I’m doing 
the same tilings for the past 10 
years. All of a sudden, this is not 
supposed to be fair play. I’m within 
the rules. Everybody has their way 
of doing things on tiie court."

Hill was the only senior among the 
first seven players selected. Three 
other underclassmen also went in the 
first round; the total of nine tied the 
record set in 1-982. 

'Much of the nigitt’s excitement 
came from rumors of a big trade in- 
volving the best players on the Chica- 
go Bulls and Seattle SuperSonics — 
Scotlie Pippen and Shawn Kemp. The 
trade didn’t materialize, however. 

Florida State’s Charlie Ward, the 
Heisman Trophy quarterback wito 
was passed over in April’s NFL draft, 
was chosen by the New York Knicks 
with the sccond-to-last pick of the 
first round.

But Kidd was unquestionably the 
best point guard available.

“I want lo be in the top five in the 
league in steals and assists and for the 
team to double its number of victo- 
ries," Kidd said. "I think we can be a 
playofT'team. Tliat’s a bold predic- 
tion, but I’m going to stick with it." 

Tiie Mavericks will need lo more 
than double last year's 13 wins to 
make the playoffs, Dallas has been 
U)c NBA’s^ worst team two years run- 
ning. 

While Robinson is being called the 
most complete player to come out of 
college since Larry Bird and Magic 
Johnson in 1979, Kidd is most often 
compared taTohrtson.

'There was no dynasty, no 
more titles, and Gooden is now 
where Strawberry was three months 
:igo: Sidelined by u recurring addic- 
tion that could end his career, 
Strawberry missed the first 2>^ 
'months'of the season after admitting ' 
to a substance abuse problem; he 
signed with the San Francisco Giants 
on June i9 after a stay at the Belly 
Ford Clinic. Just nine days later, 
Gooden was suspended for 60 days 
after failing to follow his aftercare 
program for cocaine addiction. 

"No question, they arc both in seri- 
ous trouble," said Mets executive 
vice president Joe Mcllvainc, who's 
known both players for more than a 
decade. "Will Doc be with us? 1 
don't have any answers yet." 

Once, the answers were in 
Gooden's right arm and Strawberry's 
lefty swing. The Mels hod suffered 
through six straight losing .seasons 
when Strawberry arrived in May 
1983, greeted by a headline that said 
simply, '‘Straw, Save Us.” Gooden 
came the next year, posting a 
remarkable 58-19 record in his Rrsi 
three seasons. In announcing 
Gooden's suspension, Mcllvaine 
recalled how Dwight "breathed life 
into the organization. ... He gave us 
credibility." . _ • 

The two phenoms — Gooden 
wearing No, 16. Strawberry No. 18 
— never again achieved the heights 
of 1986. Gqodcn checked into the 
Smiihers Center for treatment of 
cocaine addiction in 1987. Three 
years later. Strawberry was in the 
same facility for alcohol rehabilita- 
tiM.

Although Strawberry left the Mets 
in 1990, his career stayed intertwined 
with Gooden’s. Both were plagued 
by injuries in the last three years, and 
their st, Misties dropped off. Gooden 
never again, won 24 games as .he did 
in 1985. Strawberry's last monster 
year came in 1989, with 39 homers. 

There was one difference: Gooden 
rcp.iired his image and re-established 
himself as the cornerstone of the 
Mets. Strawberry's career was tar- 
nished by a scries of off-field inci- 
dents: A divorce, a paternity suit, 
allegations of wlfc-bcating. an IRS 
investigation. 

But in the end. the two were more 
alike than different when it came to 
their abuse problems. "An addict is 
an addict," said New York Yankees 
pitcher Steve Howe, who’s been sus- 


pended seve'n times for drug use. 
after hearing about Gooden. 

Mels announcer Rusty Staub, a 
former player, said he wasn’t sure, if 
people would be as forgiving toward - 
Dwight and Darryl after their latest 
lapses. “I feel .sorry for them both, 
but they both went back and did it a 
'second time,'-’ Staub said Wednesday.

NCAA commission kills 
plan to ease standards

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Association’s President's Commis- 
sion, holding firm on a decade-old 
standard, Wednesday rejected a spe- 
cial committee's recommend.ilion 
that would have relaxed academic eli- 
gibility standards and provided 
access for a significantly higher num- 
ber of African Americans to compete 
as freshmen athletes. 

Instead, the commission voted to 
proceed with the implementation of 
Proposition Ifi, a controversial fresh- 
man eligibility rule pas.scd in 1992 to 
go into effect in 1995 that prompted 
lenders of the Black Coaches 
Assocation to threaten a boycott of 
men's Division I ba.skclball games 
last winter. Tlie boycott was averted 
when Justice Department mediators 
brought the BCA and the NCAA 
leadership back to the negotiating 
lable; 

Commission chairman Judith 
Albino of the University of Colorado 
said the commission will .sponsor 
what she called a compromise pro- 
posal that will allow athletes to 
receive athletic scholarships and 
practice as freshmen if they do not 
meet the freshman eligibility stan- 
dards. These athletes would not be 
able to travel or compete in their 
freshman year. 

At a news conference following the 


commission's two-day summer meet- 
ingrin Kansas City, Mo.. Albino said 
lhe.commis.sion did not want to send 
a mixed signal to athletes, as might 
have happened'had her group voted 
in favor of the committee recommen- 
dation, which for the first time would 
have allowed athletes to participate’ 
with less than a 700 score on the 
Scholasiic<.Assessmcnt Test. "The . 
commission feels strongly that a 
sports program can be a powerful 
influence,” she .said during a telecon- 
ference. "We certainly want to send 
the message we’re about sludent-alh- 
Iclcs not professional athletes. The 
first point needs to be academics." 

Tlius, starting Aug. 1. 1995, eligi- 
bility to compete as a freshman will 
be. based on a sliding scale ranging 
from a 700 (out of 16(K)) on the SAT 
and'a 2.5 (out of 4.0) grade point 
average in 13 core courses to a' 900 
SAT and a 2.0 GPA. Proposition Ifi 
rcplacc.s Proposition 48, which has 
required a 700 SAT and a 2.0 GPA in 
1 1 core courses.

Dollar hits new low against 
yen, holding down market 

NEW YORK — Tire stock market ended 
mostly higher on Wednesday as interest 
rates stabilized, although blue-chip issues 
cased slightly ns die dollar fell to new lows 
against the Japanese yen. ' ' . 

The Dow Jones industrial average fell 
2.59 points to 3,667.05, alone among the 
major market indicators to register a de- 
cline. Advancing issues outnumbered de- 
clines by about 7 to 5 on, the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Slocks traded solidly higher for most of 
the day, with blue-chip issues reaching 
above 20 points before fulling back. Ana- 
lysts said the market held up well given the 
dollar's ne\v 50-year low against the yen. 

Investors have balked at the dollar's 
slide because a weakening U.S. currency 
makes dollar-denominated assets less at- 
tractive. In addition, a weak dollar makes 
imports more costly and clcoxs the way for 
domestic producers to raise prices. That 
can indicate inflation down the road. 

For the past week the stock market’s per- 
fomtance has been closely lied to the dol- 
lnr'.s fate. 

On Wednesday, there were signs that fo- 
cus might be weakening. 

Investors had worried the dollar’s slide 
would force the Federal Reserve to nud^c 
interest rotes higher for the fith time this 
year. That might foresiall any inflation 
arising from the dollar's decline, but could 
alko choke economic growth.

ried over to the current quarter 
before higher interest-rotes fully 
take hold to force a slowdown. 

The Commerce Department 
.said Wednesday the gross do- 
mestic product increased at a 3.4 
percent annual rate in' the first 
-tiiree-months of this year — 0.4 
percentage point higher than the 
government's estimate a month 
ago. 'T'm amazed at how re- 
silient the economy was in the 
first quarter despite the weather 
and the California earthquake,” 
said economist Sung Won Sohm 
of Norwest Corp. in Minneapo- 


lis. “But the important thing is 
that die last humh for the econ- 
omy is behind us. We are begin*, 
ning to see some iclUale signs of 
a slowdown,” he sa'itL 

The Clinton administration 
welcomed tho latest report. “It 
continues to underscore our be- 
lief that we have stable econom- 
ic growth with low inflation," 
said While House Press Secre- 
tary Dee Dee Myers. . . , 

GDP, which measures the total 
value of goods and .services pro- 
duced in (he United Stales, rose 
at a sizzling 7 percent rate. in the 
final quarter last year. For all of- 
1 993, growth was. 3 percent. 

While expansion has ca.scd 
dramatically this year, the latest 
figures show Americans contin- 
uing to spend at a robust pace. 

The latest revision in first 
quarter GDP was due to an addi- 
tional S5.6 billion in consumer 
spending and $2.3 billion in 
business investment, more than 


offsetting declines in govern- 
ment spending and exports. 

,“lt doesn’t fundamentally 
change my view that thc sip.'ngili 
of the economy is dissipating 
somewliat,” said economist 
Christopher Probyn of DRl-Mc- 
Graw Hill, a forcco-sting service 
in Lexington, Mass.

Parenl-s might not give liieir kid.s 
much credit, but Visa. MasterCard, 
American Express and ilie like sure 
do. 

In fact, half of all U.S. college 
students have some plastic in their 
billfolds by graduation, initialing 
them into the all-American pastime 
of shopping wilii credit cards. 

It's a practice that has parents 
fuming — because the first they 
hear of.thcsc cards is often when

If South bids a slam with to- 
day's cards, he'll have lo play well 
to justify his bidding. Try your 
lu(^ at playing six hca^ and then 
compare your line of pby with the 
one chosen by one of America's 
leading players. ' 

South bid naturally over East's 
weak jump, and North's cue-bid of 
three spades promised good 
opening values, heart support and 
control of the spade suit. After 
South followed with his own cue- 
bid in diamonds, be settled in a 
small slam when Nortl) returned 
to four hearts. 

Dummy’s spade acc wins, and 
it’s lime to count tricks. If both 
hearts and clubs break 3-2, the 
slam is easy. South wins all 13 
tricks. However, os you've already 
guessed, a minus score awaits 
those wlio play for a normzd break 
in both suits. 

When Hugh Ross of Oakland, 
Calif., played the slam, he took 
nothing for granted. East's pre- 
empt in spades icR poor expecta- 
tions for normal breaks, so Hugh 
playe'd carefully. He drew only 
two rounds of trumps (acc and 
king), and then storb^ clubs. Had 
East followed to the second club, 
Hugh would have drawn the last 
trump and claimed 13 winners. 
When East discarded, Hugh 
ruffed a low club and returned to 
dummy's trump queen to cash the 
club suit. Tliis gave him 12 tricks,' 
a vulnerable slam and a fine 
score. It was a just reward -Tor 
careful play. 

The lesson? When bidding by • 
the opponents indicates unusual- 
distribution, do not expect your 
side-suits (or trumps) to behave 
in the normal manner.
